NEW LAW RELATING TO 
( ON FEDER ATE PEN SIONS 
OKLAHOMA CITY, March 
28.— 
The new law' relative to pensions for 
Confederate soldiers, creating the of­ 
fice of Pension Commissioner, which 
is now' effective since being approv­ 
ed by the governor, is a change from 
the previous statute. By creating the 
office of Commissioner of Pensions it 
takes if out of the hands of the Com­ 
missioner of Charities and Correc­ 
tions. Governor Robertson has al­ 
ready announced the appointment of 
Col. R. A. Sneed of Sulphur as the 
new commissioner. 
The new law provides that any sol­ 
dier or sailor who saw service of 
three months for 
the 
Confederate 
states is entitled to the pension, or 
the w idow of either who has rem ain­ 
ed unmarried. The pension is now $15 
a month. The person eligible to draw 
this pension must have resided in 
in the state for at least one year. 
— The new law also provides a secre­ 
tary to the Commissioner at a salary 
of $1,500 a year. Besides the appro­
